MARCH  8,  1983 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Acworth  in  the  County  of  Sullivan  in  said  State, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.M.  by  Moderator  Kenneth  Grant.  The 
Warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator  after  which  Reverend  Harold  Craw  offered 
prayer. 

ARTICLES: 

1.  Motion  was  made  by  Dan  Limoges  and  seconded  by  Tom  Esslinger  to  accept 
the  minutes  of  Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1982.  Motion  Passed. 

2.  Motion  was  made  by  Joseph  Boivin  and  seconded  by  Edwin  Austin  to  empower 
the  Selectmen  to  serve  as  Pound  Keepers,  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Fence  Viewers. 
Motion  Passed. 

3.  Motion  was  made  by  Harvey  Bascom  and  seconded  by  Roscoe  Clark  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Motion  Passed. 

4.  Motion  was  made  by  Al  Supplee  and  seconded  by  Lucius  Tallman  to  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  the  Road  Agent.  Motion  Passed. 

5.  Motion  was  made  by  Edwin  Austin  and  seconded  by  Robert  Spaulding  to 
appropriate  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  withdraw  $14,000.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for 
the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  herewith:

6.  Motion  was  made  by  Edwin  Austin  and  seconded  by  Mildred  Ingram  to 
appropriate  $35,000.00  to  blacktop  the  reconstructed  portion  of  Charlestown  Road 
and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  $18,000.00  of  the  stated  amount,  such  loan 
to  be  repaid  by  1984  Town  Road  Aid  and  Highway  Subsidy  monies. 

Voted  by  ballot:  Yes  71  No  28        Motion  passed. 

7.  Motion  was  made  by  Edwin  Austin  and  seconded  by  Joseph  Boivin  to  accept 
the  Budget  as  submitted  and  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  or  take  any 
other  action.     Motion  Passed. 

8.  Motion  was  made  by  Al  Supplee  and  seconded  by  Charles  Bush  to  rescind  its 
vote  of  March  10,  1981.  Article  II  of  the  Town  Warrant,  and  change  the  status  of 
the  Chapman-Mulligan  Road  from  Class  VI  to  Class  V,  beginning  at  the  dwelling 
of  Helen  Quinn,  east  to  the  Marlow  town  line.  (Requested  by  the  attorney  for  Ira 
Gavrin  and  the  attorney  for  the  Town.)  Voted  by  Ballot: 

87  Votes  Cast  Yes  19  No  68    Motion  was  defeated 


9.  Motion  was  made  by  Lucius  Tallman  and  seconded  by  Charles  Bush  to  vote  to 
go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control 
and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  New 
Hampshire  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire. 
These  actions  shall  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain,  sulfur  dioxide 
emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government  of  Canada 
that  will  commit  both  nations  to  the  same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.

10.  Motion  was  made  by  George  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Olga  Bassine  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  perpetual  care  of  the  Madeline  and  Leon  Balla  lot  in  the 
Town  Cemetery.   Motion  passed. 

11.  Motion  was  made  by  Lester  Tallman  and  seconded  by  Lucius  Tallman  to 
instruct  the  selectmen  to  retain  the  present  incadescent  street  light  fixtures  and 
not  to  convert  to  lower  energy  consumption  Argon  lamps  and  fixtures  as  proposed 
by  Granite  State  Electric  and  recommended  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
Motion  passed. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Lucius  Tallman  and  seconded  by  Lester 
Tallman.  Meeting  recessed  to  count  ballots  at  10:45  P.M.

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  remains  healthy  with  an  accumulated 
surplus  at  year  end  of  $10,457.56  -  this  despite  another  year  of  reduced  payments 
from  the  State.  We  anticipate  that  highway  subsidy  money  from  the  State  will 
increase  in  1984  to  an  amount  approximating  that  received  in  1982. 

Semi-annual  property  tax  billing  was  initiated  this  year.  The  change  in 
procedure  was  carried  out  smoothly  by  our  Tax  Collector  and  resulted  in  a  61% 
reduction  in  interest  paid  on  tax  anticipation  notes.  In  1983,  $2,634  in  interest  was 
paid  on  $70,000  borrowed  compared  with  $6,692  in  interest  paid  on  $140,000 
borrowed  in  1982. 

In  1983,  we  completed  the  Charlestown  Road  project  by  paving  the  1.1  mile 
which  had  been  reconstructed.  The  Board  is  very  pleased  with  the  results  and 
thanks  the  Highway  Dept.  and  all  others  who  worked  on  this  project. 

After  much  study  and  discussion  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  the  Road  Committee 
and  the  Budget  Committee,  it  has  been  recommended  that  the  Town  purchase  a 
new  grader  for  the  Highway  Department.  This  is  the  subject  of  Article  5  of  the 
Warrant  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  asking  for  an  affirmative  vote. 

For  the  first  time,  m.oney  has  been  put  into  the  budget  for  a  permanent  part-time 
employee  to  work  for  the  Selectmen.  This  move  is  in  response  to  the  ever- 
increasing  amount  of  paperwork  and  financial  transactions,  and  the  desirability  of 
having  someone  at  the  Town  Hall  during  scheduled  daytime  hours  to  handle 
telephone  calls  and  inquiries.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  position  will  be  filled  at 
mid-year  and  the  person  hired  will  be  working  closely  with  the  Board  as  the  job  is 
developed. 

Special  thanks  to  Marshall  Waller,  who  is  retiring  from  the  Board  this  year. 
During  his  time  as  Selectman,  the  Town  has  benefited  time  and  again  from  his 
experience  and  good  sense.  Marshall's  dedication  and  hard  work  has  resulted  in  a 
more  knowledgeable  and  efficient  running  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  continues  to  meet  every  other  Monday  evening  and  looks  forward  to 
answering  your  questions  and  concerns.

Annual  Report  to  the  Town  of  Acworth  for  1983 
Request  for  Tax  Appropriation  Funds  for  1984 

On  July  1,  1983,  Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  became  a 
participating  agency  with  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services  (HHCCS), 
a  combined  home  care  and  social  service  agency  whose  administration  office  is  in 
Keene.  HHCCS,  serving  39  towns  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire  and  Hillsborough 
Counties,  demonstrates  clearly  that  being  bigger  is  more  cost  efficient  and  more 
effective  in  providing  a  broad  range  of  services. 

Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  exist  with  its  special 
separate  identity,  and  with  its  Board  of  Directors  still  in  place,  overseeing  home 
care  management  in  Fall  Mountain's  five-town  area.  By  its  linkage  with  HHCCS, 
however,  its  administrative  costs  have  been  reduced  by  more  than  55%  (from  over 
40%  to  17%).  New  services  are  now  available:  Occupational  Therapy,  Speech 
Therapy  and,  in  addition,  a  Care  for  the  Terminally  111  Program  that  offers  the  full 
range  of  necessary  services  (including  24-hour  on  call  services)  for  the  terminally 
ill  patient.  The  program  makes  it  possible  for  a  patient  to  remain  at  home  to  the 
end. 

The  staff  providing  direct  services  has  remained  unchanged,  except  for  the 
addition  of  two  new  nurses.  Kay  Frazer,  who  was  Director  of  Fall  Mountain 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  now  is  HHCCS'  Director  of  Clinical  Services.  As 
Director  of  the  agency's  total  clinical  program,  she  continues  to  oversee  activity  in 
the  Fall  Mountain  area. 

Although  costs  increased  in  1983,  and  are  projected  to  increase  in  1984,  HHCCS 
requests  no  increase  in  tax  appropriation.  The  amount  remains  $2,941.00. 

This  is  a  clear  sign  of  new  efficiency. 

In  1983  Acworth  received  276  units  of  service.  The  unduplicated  patient 
census  was  64,  which  means  that  10.8%  of  Acworth's  residents  received  the 
agency's  services.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  forty-five  miles  of  gravel  roads  were  graded  two  or  more  times  during  the 
past  year.  Additional  crushed  gravel  was  added  to  weak  areas  on  the  Cold  Pond 
Road,  hoping  to  improve  and  strengthen  sections  that  were  subject  to  severe  frost 
action.  Other  roads  in  Town,  namely  The  Turkey  Shoot,  Black  North,  Hogan  Gates 
Mountain,  Grout  Hill,  Parson,  Bascom  roads,  and  the  connecting  road  from  Derry 
Hill  west  to  the  Crane  Brook  Road  had  crushed  gravel  added  before  being  graded 
and  the  ditches  cleaned.  As  available,  new  culverts  were  installed  to  replace 
culverts  that  had  collapsed  on  Grout  Hill,  Lynn  Hill  and  Brier    Patch  Road. 

General  betterment  work  was  done  on  several  sections  of  many  roads  which 
included  cutting  and  removal  of  standing  dead  trees,  brush,  and  rocks  that  can 
obstruct  the  rights-of  way.  New  bridge  planking  was  used  to  replace  weakened 
planks  on  The  Echo  Valley  Bridge. 

During  early  spring  the  reconstructed  portion  of  the  Charlestown  Road, 
beginning  at  the  west  end  of  the  State  Road,  was  covered  with  pre-mixed  asphalt 
paving  and  rolled.  At  the  same  time  additional  sections  of  this  road  further  west 
were  paved  with  the  same  material. 

During  the  late  summer  the  transmission  and  converter  broke  in  the  Town 
grader.  Estimates  indicated  that  replacement  parts  would  cost  more  than  the  old 
grader  was  worth,  so  no  action  was  taken  to  make  repairs.  A  very  old  rented  grader 
was  obtained  by  the  selectmen  in  an  attempt  to  finish  grading  where  it  was 
essential  to  do  so  before  winter. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  and  worked  with  me  during  the  past  year.

Our  May  meeting  was  held  jointly  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  at  which 
time  there  was  a  general  review  and  discussion  of  the  Acworth  Master  Plan  which 
was  adopted  in  1978. 

We  had  several  applications  for  subdivision  in  1983.  These  were  all  minor  and 
included  some  annexations  and  boundary  line  adjustments.

Library  Operations  —  1983 

There  was  good  news  and  bad  news  for  1983!  Good  news  first. 

The  downward  circulation  trend  of  the  past  several  years  has  reversed.  Thanks 
go  to  both  steady  readers  and  a  fair  number  of  new  patrons  for  the  noted  increase  in 
readership  this  year  over  last.  The  new  hours  of  Tuesday  1  -  4  with  Maude  Moody 
presiding  and  Thursday  and  Sunday  1  -  4  with  Charles  Davis  seems  to  be 
satisfactory.  Polaroid  Corporation  donated  a  camera  which  is  available  for  check- 
out. The  Library  purchased  a  movie  projector  and  screen  for  loan  and  use  with  the 
many  films  available  through  the  State  Library  System.  Also,  definite  plans  are 
underway  for  a  finished  basement  area  and  resulting  increase  in  operating  space. 
Finally,  State  Library  donated  about  1000  fairly  recent  books  from  their 
"Bookmobile"  collection. 

First  bad  news  is  that  the  gift  of  1000  books  by  State  Library  was  a  part  of 
discontinuance  of  the  Bookmobile  service.  We  and  other  libraries  will  no  longer 
receive  the  use  of  several  thousand  books  a  year  on  short-term  loan  as  we  have  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  rationale  was  that  the  service  had  been  in  existence  long 
enough  for  all  libraries  to  be  reasonably  self-supporting  and  its  continuance  was 
not  considered  cost-effective  or  consistent  with  the  legal  mission  of  State  Library. 
We  will  use  a  mixture  of  techniques  to  fill  this  gap:  (1)  We  are  asking  for  a 
reasonable  increase  in  our  appropriated  book  budget.  (2)  We  plan  to  use  more 
economical  selection  (budget  books,  book  sales,  quality  paperbacks)  when 
purchasing.  (3)  We  invite  patrons  to  donate  to  the  book  fund  and  to  donate  recent 
quality  books  they  might  have  purchased  and  are  finished  with.  (4)  There  is  a  bare 
possibility  that  we  will  receive  some  minimal  fund  support  from  State  Library 
under  a  proposed  accreditation  system,  but  this  is  several  years  away.  For  the  next 
year  or  two  we  are  just  going  to  have  to  be  very  self-supporting. 

Second  bad  news  is  that  the  incidence  of  overdue  books  has  risen  significantly. 
We  are  not  in  a  position  to  give  this  problem  much  individual  attention.  We  have 
sent  out  some  notices  in  the  worst  cases,  but  would  rather  be  devoting  our  time  to 
service  than  to  enforcement.  So,  those  of  you  who  have  overdue  books,  return  them. 
Remember,  there  is  a  book  drop  box  at  the  entrance  for  your  convenience! 

Improvement  projects  started  last  year  are  progressing.  A  donation  of  boards  by 
Balla's  Sawmill  enabled  us  to  complete  the  attic  shelves.  Thank  you!  The 
"weeding"  process  is  gradually  making  room  for  new  books  and  isolating  good  old 
books  for  later  book  sales.  Sales  this  year  enabled  us  to  purchase  a  more  current 
encyclopedia  for  the  reference  room  and  other  items. 

This  year  four  individuals  should  be  cited  for  the  amount  and  quality  of 
volunteer  effort  that  they  contributed:  Fay  Knicely,  Brenda  McCumber,  Janet 
Haas,  and  Madeline  Lindsay.  Many  libraries  have  a  formal  Friends  of  the  Library 
organization.  With  enough  interest  one  could  be  formed  in  Acworth.  It  would  be 
useful.  Let  us  know  if  interested.  In  the  meantime,  sincere  thanks  to  the  above.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT 
ACWORTH  SILSBY  FREE  LIBRARY 

After  a  great  deal  of  self-assessment  we  have  established  a  number  of  long-range 
goals  for  the  library  and  taken  the  first  steps  toward  achieving  them. 

The  opinion  survey  of  last  spring  has  been  important  when  making  decisions. 
Although  we  were  disappointed  by  the  number  of  returns,  we  have  considered  that 
an  indication  of  the  need  to  provide  additional  types  of  services.  Those  returned 
expressed  a  strong  interest  in  adding  speakers,  films  or  other  programs  to  library 
services,  and  programs  held  have  been  well  attended.  Donations  have  made  it 
possible  to  add  an  instant  camera,  a  sound  film  projector  and  a  screen,  and  we  plan 
to  purchase  a  slide  projector  and  tape  recorder  as  well.  These  items  are  available 
for  loan,  and  will  also  make  more  programs  possible. 

We  have  also  made  the  building  available  for  meetings,  opening  it  on  special 
occasions  or  for  groups  wishing  to  visit  between  regular  hours.  For  the  few  who 
expressed  a  desire  for  records,  tapes,  catalogues,  puzzles,  and  games,  we  have 
placed  donated  items  on  the  shelves. 

Since  the  primary  interest  still  is  reading  material,  this  is  where  we  have 
concentrated  the  tax  dollars,  by  improving,  increasing,  and  updating  reference 
materials,  (including  new  encyclopedias)  and  actively  seeking  suggestions  for 
fiction  and  periodicals.  By  careful  shopping  and  joining  a  book-buying  co-op,  we 
have  managed  to  put  800  new  books  on  the  shelves  this  year. 

Increased  circulation,  a  number  of  new  patrons,  and  additional  donations  of 
time,  money,  and  materials  leads  us  to  believe  we  are  headed  in  the  right  direction. 
We  expect  to  continue  expanding  these  policies  during  the  coming  year. 

Our  other  big  responsibility,  the  building,  is  now  officially  designated  as 
historic;  it  was  placed  on  the  National  Register  in  December. 

First  project  of  the  year  was  insulating  the  ceilings.  Although  we  have  not  yet 
been  through  a  complete  heating  season,  it  appears  that  our  energy-conservation 
efforts  have  been  worthwhile. 

The  architectural  survey  was  also  begun  during  the  winter,  and  in  July, 
architect,  John  Merkle  presented  his  findings  to  the  trustees  and  other  interested 
public.  His  written  report,  listing  maintainance  needs,  and  suggesting  materials 
and  techniques,  along  with  two  suggested  plans  for  cellar  renovations,  remains 
available  at  the  library. 

About  the  same  time,  we  learned  of  a  one-time  federal  grant  to  provide  matching 
funds  for  new  construction  of  libraries.  Although  the  August  1  deadline  required 
some  intense  work,  we  decided  the  opportunity  to  increase  our  building  budget 
was  too  good  to  pass  up.  Mr.  Merkle  prepared  the  specifications  for  a  concrete 
floor,  a  handicapped-accessible  entrance,  and  other  work,  and  we  prepared  the 
application.  In  November,  the  State  Library,  acting  as  administrators  of  the 
grants,  informed  us  that  we  had  been  approved  as  one  of  seven  New  Hampshire 
libraries  to  be  funded.  It  wasn't  until  January  that  the  last  signature  in  the  round 
of  state  and  federal  agencies,  made  approval  final.  We  will  be  seeking  bids  early  in 
the  year,  and  expect  construction  to  begin  as  soon  as  the  weather  allows. 
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Finishing  and  furnishing  the  cellar,  other  improvements,  and  the  maintainance 
program  will  be  carried  out  as  funds  become  available.  This  year's  appropriation 
will  allow  the  most  urgent  repairs  to  begin  this  summer,  and  we  expect  additional 
annual  appropriations  to  allow  completion  of  all  work  in  time  for  our  centennial 
anniversary. 

We  appreciate  the  many  donations  that  have  helped  us  get  this  far  —  the 
taxpayers,  foundations,  businesses,  organizations,  and  individuals  —  and  the 
many  hours  of  volunteer  labor.  We  hope  many  of  you  will  become  members  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  group  to  be  formed  during  the  coming  year.  Contributions 
of  materials  for  library  use  and  for  sale  have  been  equally  important.  All  who  use 
the  library  benefit  from  such  generosity,  and  every  taxpayer  benefits  by  reducing 
the  tax  dollars  that  would  otherwise  have  to  be  spent  to  provide  this  level  of  service. 
We  hope  your  support  will  continue,  and  we  hope  you  will  let  us  know,  either  in 
person  or  by  dropping  a  note  in  the  suggestion  box,  how  we  can  please  you.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 
1983 

Our  first  project  for  1983  was  overseeing  the  disposal  of  a  metal  drum  found  in 
Keyes  Hollow.  Because  the  contents  were  unknown,  environmental  regulations 
required  that  it  be  handled  as  hazardous  waste,  which  it  did  indeed  turn  out  to  be. 
The  difficulties  and  expense  encountered  lead  us  to  ask  that  everyone  be  on  the 
lookout  for  any  similar  dumping  and  try  to  identify  the  source,  so  that  it  can  be 
reported  as  soon  as  possible. 

Otherwise  our  efforts  in  Keyes  Hollow  have  been  rewarded  by  reports  of  a 
number  of  visitors  to  the  wetlands.  Charles  Davis  has  been  in  charge  of  this  project, 
which  has  included  placing  a  sign  and  trail  maps  at  the  site,  cleaning  up  many 
bags  of  trash,  improving  a  parking  area,  and  identifying  plant  and  animal 
inhabitants  for  a  future  resource  inventory.  Efforts  to  protect  other  wetlands  areas 
have  continued  as  well.  Volunteers  interested  in  working  on  this  project  may 
contact  Mr.  Davis  or  any  other  member. 

The  healthy  appearance  and  new  growth  of  the  trees  on  the  Common  proves  that 
the  pruning,  fertilizing,  and  spreading  of  gypsum  were  worthwhile.  By  getting 
advice  from  the  County  Forester,  hiring  local  forester,  Mike  Blake,  and  other 
resident  help,  as  well  as  volunteers  and  the  donated  use  of  an  Acworth  fire  truck, 
we  were  able  to  accomplish  this  at  much  lower  cost  than  was  estimated.  (This 
accounts  for  the  remaining  balance  in  our  budget.)  Mulch  was  spread  over  the  bare 
roots  of  one  tree,  and  the  brush  around  the  Common  is  being  cleared.  We  expect  to 
continue  this  maintainance  program  annually. 

We  also  planted  three  sugar  maples  on  Arbor  Day,  and  plan  to  continue  planting- 
until  a  row  of  trees  on  the  upper  side  of  the  Common  is  complete.  We  also 
recommend  that  the  trees  in  front  of  the  church  be  removed,  as  they  will  soon  block 
the  view  of  Acworth 's  most  prominent  landmark.  Any  comments  or  suggestions 
for  landscaping  should  be  received  in  time  for  discussion  at  our  April  meeting. 

High  school  students  interested  in  having  the  commission  act  as  their  sponsor  for 
conservation  camp  should  also  contact  us  soon.  We  will  again  provide  partial 
scholarships. 

Our  most  identifiable  conservation  deed  for  the  year  is  one  not  likely  to  be 
repeated.  During  a  walking  tour  of  the  Gove  property,  a  live  deer  was  discovered  in 
an  open  well.  One  of  the  group  happened  to  have  ropes  in  his  car,  and  another 
happened  to  have  rescue  training,  so  there  is  one  very  lucky  and  very  happy  deer  in 
Acworth.  The  well  has  since  been  covered,  but  the  incident  illustrated  how 
important  it  is  to  be  cautious  when  exploring  and  to  take  responsibility  for 
properly  covering  or  filling  any  abandoned  wells.  We  urge  all  landowners  to  be 
sure  you  don't  have  a  similar  trap  in  your  own  back  yard. 

For  the  coming  year,  we  will  continue  our  study  of  all  town-owned  land  to 
prepare  both  general  and  specific  recommendations  for  use.  Where  appropriate, 
the  commission  will  initiate  such  projects  as  marking  trails,  improving  forestry 
practices,  or  setting  up  educational  demonstrations.  In  other  cases,  we  will  offer 
suggestions  to  the  selectmen  or  other  agencies,  or  may  even  bring  proposals  before 
Town  Meeting. 

At  present  we  are  particularly  involved  with  historical  research  of  the  Gove 
property  on  Coffin  Hill.  Although  this  and  the  Keyes  Hollow  wetland  seem  far 
removed  today,  we  are  considering  marked  trails  or  tours  that  would  illustrate  the 
former  relationships  of  these  once-thriving  areas.  We  would  particularly  like  to 
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see  old  photographs  or  other  information,  related  to  this  part  of  town. 

We  are  always  looking  for  volunteers,  suggestions,  or  information  that  will  help 
protect  or  improve  our  resources.  Our  meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  every  month  at  7:30  in  the  Town  Hall.  By  spring  we  hope  to  be  out  in  the  field 
more  often,  but  anyone  is  invited  to  join  us.  If  we  are  ignoring  something  that  you 
think  is  important,  it's  very  likely  because  we  haven't  noticed  it  yet;  bring  it  to  our 
attention,  and  we'll  work  together  for  a  better  environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ACWORTH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  CO.,  INC. 

The  fire  company  responded  to  20  fire  calls  and  assisted  with  most  rescue  calls 
last  year. 

Four  years  ago  we  set  up  a  five-year  plan  of  building  improvements,  which 
included  a  solar  collector,  renovations  to  allow  us  to  house  a  tanker,  the  addition  of 
water  and  toilet  facilities,  and  additional  energy  conservation. 

During  the  past  year  we  excavated  a  14'  x  34'  raised  section  of  the  floor,  and 
poured  a  new  concrete  floor  and  added  an  8'  x  16'  addition  to  the  back  of  this  area 
for  a  meeting  space.  An  insulated  steel  door  with  electric  openers  was  also 
installed.  A  well  and  a  used  pump  were  added,  along  with  a  sink  and  cupboard.  In 
addition,  the  former  bomb  shelter  has  been  filled  with  10,000  gallons  of  water 
which  allows  us  to  refill  the  trucks  inside  during  the  winter  and  also  provides  a 
reservoir  for  any  fire  in  this  area. 

We  expect  to  install  the  bathroom  and  finish  the  interior  in  time  to  hold  open 
house  on  Old  Home  Day  of  the  coming  year.

First  Aid  Stabilization  Team 

Another  year  has  gone  by  and  the  Acworth  F.A.S.T.  Squad  has  answered 
another  dozen  calls.  All  the  EMT's  on  the  Squad  were  recertified  in  December 
and  all  members  of  the  Squad  were  recertified  in  CPR  in  October. 

Charlestown  Ambulance  no  longer  wants  to  service  Acworth  or  Langdon  as  they 
are  under  staffed.  As  of  January  13,  1984,  the  LeFevre  Ambulance  Service  of 
Westminster,  VT  will  be  responding  to  our  calls.  Their  response  time  is 
approximately  the  same  as  Charlestown's  as  are  their  rates.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  a  good  relationship  with  this  service. 

The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  again  let  us  take  over  the  concession  stand  at 
the  Turkey  Shoot  and  we  earned  nearly  $500.00. 

With  the  balance  remaining  at  the  end  of  1982  (765.75),  we  bought  four  small 
oxygen  units  which  are  stored  at  specific  places  in  town  and  are  to  be  taken  out 
before  the  truck  arrives  on  the  scene.  We  feel  that  oxygen  is  the  most  important 
item  we  administer  on  our  calls. 

We  are  always  looking  for  interested  people  to  join  our  group  and  would  be 
happy  to  help  anyone  find  either  an  EMT,  Advanced  First  Aid  or  First  Responder 
class  to  attend  in  this  area.  If  you  don't  want  to  be  an  active  member,  feel  free  to  be 
an  auxilliary  member.  We  can  use  your  help  at  the  Concession  Stand  at  the  Turkey 
Shoots. 

We  want  to  run  another  CPR  class  this  summer  in  town.  If  you  are  interested, 
please  contact  us.  We  cannot  impress  on  you  enough  the  importance  of  CPR  —  it  is 
a  matter  of  life  or  death.

The  Upper  Valley— Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that 
brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and 
pooling  their  resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff 
available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use 
planning,  master  planning,  economic  and  community  development,  water  quality 
management,  transportation,  housing,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation, 
downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental 
impact  analysis.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these  towns  and 
cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting  and 
furthering  the  needs  and  interests  of  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  undergone  many  changes  over  the  past  year.  Robert  Varney 
was  hired  as  the  new  executive  director,  replacing  Jan  Ollry  who  returned  to 
Florida  to  be  closer  to  his  family.  The  additions  of  Lisa  Mausolf,  historic 
preservation  specialist,  Vickie  Smith,  senior  planner,  Jim  Klinger,  draftsman  and 
Barbara  Belloir,  administrative  assistant,  have  greatly  expanded  the  level  and 
range  of  expertise  available  to  our  communities.

*  reviewed  several  development  proposals  for  local  planning  boards  and  com- 
missions 

*  served  on  the  Lebanon  Airport's  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee,  the  Ad- 
vance Transit  Advisory  Committee  and  other  special  committees 

*  assisted  several  communities  with  the  development  of  local  master  plans 

*  helped  local  planners  amend  their  zoning  ordinances  and  subdivision  and 
site  plan  review  regulations,  as  well  as  other  local  ordinances 

*  completed  a  review  of  ten  (10)  communities'  experience  with  regulating  de- 
velopment in  floodplains 

*  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to  communities,or- 
ganizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and  consultants  for  use  in  fiscal 
studies,  market  analyses  and  grant  applications.

1983  Annual  Administrative  Report 

The  Sullivan  County  District  Committee  devoted  its  efforts  during  1983  to 
development  of  a  waste-to-energy  facility. 

Clark-Kenith,  Inc.,  presented  a  technical  and  financial  proposal  to  the  NH/VT 
Solid  Waste  Project  (representing  the  Sullivan  County  District  and  the  Southern 
Windsor/Windham  Counties  Solid  Waste  Management  District)  during  January, 
1983.  The  technical  proposal  was  acceptable.  However,  work  was  required  on  the 
financial  proposal  to  reduce  projected  disposal  costs. 

Clark-Kenith  and  their  investment  banking  firm,  Lazard  Freres,  have  been 
working  to  reduce  capital  costs  and  to  develop  a  less  expensive  method  of  financing 
the  facility.  The  project  concentrated  on  a  search  for  additional  waste,  and  on 
preparing  an  application,  through  the  Town  of  Newport,  for  a  four  million  dollar 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  Urban  Development  Action  Grant. 

The  City  of  Keene  voted  on  December  1,  1983  to  petition  to  join  the  Sullivan 
County  District,  but  voted  against  joining  on  December  15,  1983.  Westminster, 
Vermont  voted  to  join  the  Southern  Windsor/Windham  Counties  District  on 
December  16, 1983.  New  London,  New  Hampshire  petitioned  the  Sullivan  County 
District  during  December  and  is  expected  to  vote  on  joining  the  District  at  March 
town  meeting.  New  London  has  agreed  with  the  New  Hampshire  Solid  Waste 
Board  to  become  a  member  of  the  Sullivan  County  District. 

The  addition  of  New  London  and  Westminster  brings  the  total  tonnage  available 
in  the  two  Districts  to  approximately  55,000  tons  of  waste  per  year.  The  Clark- 
Kenith  facility  is  capable  of  burning  67,000  tons  per  year. 

Contract  negotiations  with  Clark-Kenith  are  now  being  finalized.  A  decision 
will  be  made  by  the  Districts  on  whether  to  sign  a  contract  with  Clark-Kenith 
during  the  first  week  of  February.  If  the  Districts  decide  to  go  forward  with  Clark- 
Kenith,  the  contract  will  be  signed  after  March  town  meetings.  If  the  contract  is 
signed,  financing  is  expected  to  be  complete  during  the  summer. 

A  twenty  year  electric  purchase  contract  has  been  finalized  with  Connecticut 
Valley  Electric  Company  (CVEC).  A  base  price  of  9  cents  per  KWH,  changing  at 
50  percent  of  the  Gross  National  Product  Implicit  Price  Deflator  has  been  agreed 
upon.  This  price  should  provide  a  long-term  stable  electric  supply  to  CVEC 
customers  while  protecting  the  towns  against  excessive  inflation  in  solid  waste 
disposal  costs. 

Environmental  issues  associated  with  locating  the  facility  in  Claremont  became 
a  major  issue  this  year.  A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  addressing  Claremont's 
concerns,  and  the  District  Committee  believes  the  City  of  Claremont  will  continue 
to  support  the  Project. 

Appraisals  have  been  completed  on  land  necessary  for  the  facility  and  for  the  ash 
disposal  site.  Option  agreements  are  now  being  negotiated  with  the  landowners.
